Let us be care- 
ful. fest by a mistaken step today, 
another picture may have to be 
preser fed, showing our people divided 
along religious lines, our country 
riven and distracted by  seligious 
strife. Canada then would no longer 
present that happy picture; the tide 
of immigration would be _ turned 
back, capital would take alarm, busi- 
ness men would lose confidence, we 
would no Tonger Ge able to enjoy 
the prosperity we are now enjoying, 


nor could we reasonably hope for , 


that magnificent future which today 


epens to our vision. Let us realize | 


the danger of religious strife in this 
matter. Let us try to avoid it. 
Let us have peace in Canada if pos- 
sible.” 

This was the policy the Calgary 
Herald supported no later than the 
16th of March last. Compare its ut- 
terance on that day with the leader 
o! the party’s statement of his policy 
(which is now the Herald’s. policy) 
at Stretheona, on the 19th of Sep- 
tember, just six months later: 

THE HERALD. : 

“The second reading of the Auton- 
omy Bill proceeds on Tuesday. The 
West has won out, the educational 
eciause being so framed as to con- 
tinue the existing class of schools 
in the Territories. Ne reference 
will be made to the privy council. 

“The news is _very  satisfacitory 
reading to the people of the West. 
Jt means that moderation and tol- 
erance have won the day, and that 
in all probability a long and bitter 
agitation which weuld have _ set 
neighbor against neighbor, has been 
averted. ihe ileraid has no fault 
to find with Sir Wilfrid Laurier for 
acceeding to the demands of his fel- 
flows. ft was feared by an uncom- 
promising manner he might precip- 
itate a dangerous crisis. That he 
chose a commonsense rather than a 
heroic course is a matier of con- 
gratulation among all good citizens, 
irrespective of party.”
